when we stopped in Snoqua Ii me, Washing­ 
ton to find a World War ll buddy only to 
find he had moved to Coulee City accord­ 
ing to his sister . . , discovering local his­ 
tory and color by buying newspapers in 
small towns we passed through . , . learn­ 
ing the way to dry a wet sock is to use the 
portable hair dryer carried along by the 
girls . . . and seeing a beautiful city like 
Vancouver literally covered with garbage 
following a seven week strike by civic em­ 
ployees.

The coming long weekend 
w ill doubtless bring many 
fam ilies together— parents 
with children and grandchil­ 
dren, meeting again after 
the half-year drouth since 
Christmas; bro tilers and sis­ 
ters reunited perhaps after 
years of separation; old 
friends, whose paths diverged 
years ago and only this one 
weekend again converge mo­ 
m entarily.,. 


There is another brand of 
reunion which w ill necessar­ 
ily occur In tire days follow ­ 
ing this festive weekend, 
however, It is neither plann­ 
ed nor anticipated with the 
anxious glee which marks 
other reunions. 
But It w ill 
be necessary. For the guest 
of honor w ill not realize his 
special place because he or 
she w ill be newly deceased, 
a grim statistic to ’re added 
to the oilier* in tabulating 
offices across the nation. 
The reunion of the bereaved 
fam ily, friends and acquain­ 
tances of a traffic victim is 
never a happy one. 


This weekend, from Fri­ 
day evening until the early 
Wednesday morning hours, 
I more than 500 such reunions 
must be scheduled, 58 of 
them for Texans. 


Texas Department of Pub­ 
lic Safety director Colonel 
Wilson E. Spell adds that lf 
the weekend is a typical one, 
approximately one-tidid of 
the fatal accidents w ill In­ 
volve only one vehicle. 
The fatal mishaps, more­ 
over, w ill be largely attri­ 
butable to two traffic law 
violations--speed too fast 
for caid!dons, and driving 
while Intoxicated. 


Because it is easy to fore - 
see that these two types w ill 
be especially plentiful over 
the 4th of July weekend, the 
DPS w ill be taking special 
measures to insure the safety 
of Texas' motorists, A spe­ 
c ia l "Operation Motorcide" 
Isogram w ill be underway. 
Operation Motorcide w ill 
{dace all available DPS pa­ 
trolmen on duty, placing 
special emphasis on drinking 
and reckless drivers. Across 
the state, city police de­ 
partments and county sher­ 
iff's departments w ill have 
extra personnel assigned to 
intensified enforcement ef­ 
forts. Governor Preston 
Smith has even called on Na­ 
tional Guardsmen in a 12- 
county area to ald the over­ 
worked law enforcement of­ 
ficers. 
Here in Hondo, Bailee 
Chief Jerry' Williamson re­ 
ports that for Friday, June 
30, two radar units w ill be 
in constant service, and ex­ 
tra personnel w ill be on call 
for use should heavy traffic 
conditions chi Monday or 
Tuesday warrant added sur­ 
veillance of city streets and 
Highway 90 within city lim ­ 
its,

Council approves 
ordinance revision 


The Hondo City Council 
net in special section Tues­ 
day night at 7:30 and pasftd 
in tentative form the revi­ 
sions to the city subdivision 
code which were proposed in 
a meeting the previous Tues­ 
day night. July 20. 
City Attorney Hugh Meyer 
submitted a series of revi­ 
sions to the old Ordinance 89 
which would render city pol- 
1 s.j moire lenient lovv 
tx*, 
land developer or subdivider, 
Tile old ordinance, passed 
in 1961, required that deve­ 
lopers pay extension costs for 
electric and water lines, and 
one-Iialf of tile cost of ex­ 
tension, opening, grading, 
and graveling of a ll required 
streets. A newer ordinance 
passed as part of die codified 
City laws In March 1970 pro­ 
vided tliat developers should 
assume a ll costs of utilities 
and street construction. This 
provision lias been die sub­ 
ject of many complaints by 
developers, and in die opin­ 
ion of some councilmen, re­ 
tarded die development of 
new addition*, especially In 
the lower and middle price 
ranges. 
The new proposal would 
require die owner/developer 


to pay one-tialf of the total 
costs of ne ce Mary extensions 
of die lines of the Hondo E- 
lectrlc system, which pay­ 
ment can be returned to die 
owner divided by the number 
of lots, as each lot is sold. 
Secondly, ow aer/develop­ 


er would be required to pay 
one-half of the total costs of 
extensions of water mains 
and sewers. 
The third provision, and 
most controversial, Is that 
one dealing with costs of o- 
pening, grading, graveling, 
paving, curbing, and gutter­ 
ing new streets. The pres­ 
ent City code requires curb­ 
ing and guttering as part of 


a h ) Hew subdivision, and ic- 
uires that the developer pay 
all costs In that area. 
Tile proposed ordinance 
would require that develop­ 
ers pay one-half of die esti­ 
mated costs of opening, 
grading, graveling, paving, 
curbing, and guttering, as 
did the old Ordinance 89, If 
such streets would serve the 
general welfare of the City 


ch lf the Council is of the o- 
pinlon that this one-half 
would be unreasonable or of 
excessive cost. tie Council 
may, at its sole discretion, 
provide for payment by de­ 
veloper of less than one-half 
of the costs. This, again, 
is sim ilar to old Ordinance 
89. 
But the most contra venial 
feature of the new proposed 
ordinance is one not found in 
Ordinance 89 which would 
allow the C ity Council, if 
it Ands that paving, curbing, 
or guttering of such streets is 
Im practicable or excessive in 
cost, or not In keeping with 
th® area in which such sub- 
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For those who are de­ 
terred by shocking statistics

and 1969. The prison sen­ 
d e e was suspended by 
Judge Roberts and Sillm an 
was placed on probation for 
two years, 


Sillm an had previously 
entered a guilty plea on May 
26, 1972, to Count one and 
Count six of a nine-count 
Federal Information filed in 
Austin on May 4, 1972, 


According to the Informa­ 
tion, Sillm an, who owns and 
operates Sillm an*i Ed co 
Service-Coffee Shop, Hondo, 
owes $17, 904 in collected 
diesel fuel taxes, and $5,272 
for Social Security and in­ 
come taxes withheld from 
his employees.

In connection with the 
situation at Hondo, Mr. Pat­ 
terson should be apprised of 
the fact that actual control 
of crossing protection lias 
long been vested at the State 
level. 
However, you will 
recall the recent success a- 
chieved through Mi.

The possibilities of devastating effect on society, if marijuana 
were legalized, have been outlined in previous articles in this 
series But. what of the effect on family life in general. 
For example, one mother wrote to a well-known t.v. announcer 
and said, “ I do not need scientific proof to see what damage 
marijuana can do i watched my son travel the typical road to 
ruin, from a student who enjoyed music, drama and sports — to a 
useless, filthy school dropout, with no other aim in life than to 
live rn a carefree dream of distortion,” 
Another woman, from California wrote, “ I have a 16 year old 
daughter who has always been an intelligent, well-adjusted girl. We 
have a very close family and my daughter and I have always had a 
close relationship Two weeks ago she started taking drugs and ran 
away with an I 8 year old boy. We found her in Tijuana married to 
this bus She wants nothing to do with us whatsoever ” Obviously 
drug abuse, yes, even marijuana, breaks up homes, wrecks fami­ 
lies 
and alienates young people from their parents who love 
them 


Marijuana users will tell you that the use of this drug enhances 
their normal capabilities 
if you are artistically inclined it will 
make you more so If you are a craftsman it will make you more 
creative, d you are a musician the use of marijuana will bring out 
all of your hidden abilities Yes, these things they will tell you 
while they are under the influence of the drug But, talk to one 
of them when he is "sober” and he’ll admit his art is not near as 
good when he has been using marijuana, or his music actually is 
hard to separate from pure nonsense, or, his craftsmanship is 
idiocy 
The trick, in getting a real opinion, is catching a user 
when he is ready to be honest with himself and you! 
It is apparent that a normal family relationship cannot pos­ 
sibly exist where marijuana is in use, whether the family con­ 
sidered is that of parent and teen relationship or young married 
couples L egalizing the use of marijuana would simply make the 
user more open and arrogant, where his parents were concerned, 
in cases where the young person still lived under the roof of the 
home In the homes of young marrieds, all barriers would be down, 
if marijuana were legalized, common sense tells us that the drug 
would rule the household 
K e n in view of all this, users will still claim, "you can't prove 
marijuana is dangerous." It makes you wonder what additional 
proof is really necessary How destructive must something be to 
awaken some people? 
History repeats itself and if one loo*., for them, there are many 
close comparisons between our present problem with marijuana 
and those our country experienced prior to the repeal of prohibi­ 
tion At that lime the advocates of repeal told us that drinking a 
little alcohol was actually good for you How better to relax after 
a hard day at the office? How could you have a better time in off 
hours than imbibing just a wee bit’ It took out the tensions, 
made you forget your troubles, gave you something to do for the 
purpose of making life more enjoyable Fine 
. . if most people 
could control themselves, but what happened? The American 
public had to go "all the way” 
whole hog Now alcoholism 
ranks in the top five killers nationally, not just from the slaughter 
on the highways it causes, but in its effects on the health of the 
nation 
Today we have an estimated 6.000,000 alcoholics and 
most likely another 6,000,000 who are on the fence. The cost to 
our nation for our legalization of alcohol, in the form of mone­ 
tary loss, broken homes, welfare, child care, etc., is the most 
staggering "cross-around-the-neck” this nation has ever carried 


Shall we let sn another giant "Trojan Horse” by legalizing man 
juana? How many weird habits can our society maintain before 
we fall like the ancient Roman Empire? 


I ne American Medical Association said, atter lengthy ana 
serious study, "Cannabis (marijuana) is a dangerous drug an* as 
such is a public health concern." The A M A abo said on the sub­ 
ject 
"Legalization of marijuana would create a serious abuse 
problem rn the United States." I would say that's putting it 
pretty mildly! 
In forming your personal opinion on the subject of legalizing 
marijuana. I urge each and every person in our community to 
consider all of the facts' Think of all the various ramifications 
involved. Then, if you decide this is not what you and your 
family want to see happen, SH O U T IT FR O M T H E R O O F ­ 
TO PS 
give your views in every conversation where the sub­ 
ject comes up T alk against marijuana at every meeting you attend, 
every group discussion, every get together where you can voice an 
opinion Only in this manner can we stop this national menace 
NOW, before it is too late'

Security 
Questions 
& Answers 


QUESTION: I have been vi­ 
sing my deceased husband's 
social security number for 
years. 
Recently I received a 
card from Baltimore for me 
to complete so that I may be 
given a number of my own. 
Will this change my social 
security status? 
ANSWER: No, it won't. Al­ 
though social security Is now 
issuing social security num­ 
bers to people already receiv­ 
ing benefits on another per­ 
son's record, the new num­ 
bers will have no effect on 
those benefits. 
Your hus­ 
band's number Is part of your 
social security claim num­ 
ber. Your own social securi­ 
ty card will bear a different 
number. 
When you receive 
It keep it In a safe place In 
case you ever need it for 
such things as reporting your 
own earnings or Identifica­ 
tion on Income tax returns 
or bank account. 


QUESTION: When I applied 
for my social security card I 
was told I would receive It 
In four to six weeks. 
Why 
does It take so long? Can I 
get a job without It? 
ANSWER: It takes four to six 
weeks because new social se­ 
curity cards are now being 
issued by our Baltimore, M i­ 
ry land office. 
We can give 
you a receipt showing that 
you applied for a card. Most 
employers will accept that 
receipt in place of the card. 
Then, when you do receive 
your card, be sure to show it 
to your employer. 


QUESTION: I am a school 
teacher, and have been re­ 
ceiving social security bene­ 
fits since I was 62 for the 
summer months of June, July 
and August. 
However, now 
I am only to receive checks 
for June and July. 
Why am 
I no longer paid for August? 
ANSWER: Because of recent 
changes in the school year, 
most teachers must report to 
the school where they work in 
August and their actual Aug- 
ist earnings exceed $140. 
Since your yearly salary per­ 
mits social security benefit 
payments only for the months 
I when you earn $140 of less, 
your earnings in August pre­ 
vents payment for that month.
